Election/Restrictions 
This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

• Species I - Figure 2 

• Species II - Figure 3 

• Species III - Figure 4 

• Species IV - Figure 5 

• Species V - Figures 6-8 

• Species VI - Figures 9-1 2 

The examiner would also like to note that Figure 1 is generic to species I, II, and 

III. 

The species are independent or distinct because species I, II, and III use either 
no springs, one spring or two springs. Species IV uses a locking nut and a spring and 
Species V and VI show different methods of mounting the pin to the primary or 
secondary nut and they also show different embodiments of the invention. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 1 appears generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification
